YORKTOWN, : Va., Oct. 11.— 
Amid the dash and color of *“‘Revo- 
lutionary day,’ at the Yorktown 
celebration today, surrounded by 
noted figures who trace _ their 
names to such men as DeGrasse, 
Lafayette, Rochambeau, and Von 
Steuben, Secretary of the Navy 
Charles Francis Adams declared in 
an address that if America and 
France could co-operate with mu- 
tual sacrifices in another’ great 
cause, “a way will be found to 
bring safety. contentment and 
plenty to this sadly stricken 
world.” 

Yorktown, Adams said, could not 
have been won “if France had not 
brought to our aid her brave, high- 
spirited fighting men and good 
ships; and brought also the con- 
stant pressure of her great sea 
power, which England could only 
face at great cost.” 

Folowing the addresses, a mili- 
tary and naval pageant, depicting 
the planning and _ execution of 
Yofktown campaign, including the 
preliminary battle, took place un- 
der a bright October sun. 

The two surviving members of 
the Allied High Command in 
France, Marshal Henri Petain and 
Gen. John J. Pershing, hailed the 
friendship of their peoples seales 
aut Yorktown with the hope that it 
would continue, and always in’ the 
interest of peace.

“The Government,” said John- 
son, “has no more important func- 
tion except in times of war, than 
to enforce the revenue statutes. 
If all people should disregard and 
evade them, as this man _ did, 
American civilization would fall, 
governmental institutions crumble, 
and society would revert to the days 
of the jungle.” 


Winding up the Governmenié’s 
case in a brief, impassioned aid- 
dress, the Prosecutor said, ““There 
is no use denying the great public 
interest in this case,” but that he 
was not asking the jury to take 
that into consideration. 

“T agree with the defense that 
this is a case which future genera- 
tions will remember,” he _ said.

IN RARE BOOKS AT HARVARD 


Graduate of the College Has 1804 
Missing Volumes; Says He 
Bought Them.

GENEVA, Oct, 17.—The Amer- 
ican representative sitting with the 
League of Nations Council today 
agreed that the United States will 
send notes to Japan and China, 
now in conflict in Manchuria, call- 
ing attention to their engagements 
under the Briand-Kellogg pact. 

Prentiss B. Gilbert, the American 
representative, took this action aft- 
er members of the Council, whose 
Governments are signatories of the 
pact, agreed that their Govern- 


ments should send similar notes to 
Nanking and Tokio. 

Gilbert and members of the League 
of Nations Council met in a secret 
session at the Secretariat today 
without the Chinese and Japanese 
delegates to resume consideration 
of the Manchurian conflict. 

The lobbies were abuzz with 
speculation on what form of action 
they would take to arbitrate the 
dispute and how Japan would 
counter in the face of collabora- 
tion between the League and the 
United States. 

It was regarded as obvious that

The text of the President's state- 
ment, follows:

Such 
studies and revisions are equally in 
progress in every other department 
of the Government. ’ The proposals 
of all the departments will require 
study and consideration.

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SAYS HE CONFESSED 
HOLDUP THROUGH FEAR 


Philip H. Bernhard Tells Sheriff 
Lill He Was Afraid of 
Police Hounding. 


Philip H. Bernhard, 2125 Utah 
street, a former truck driver who 
confessed last June that a reported 
$450 robbery of his truck was a 
fake, told a strange story to the 
Sheriff at Clayton today in which 
he said he was innocent of the 
robbery but had confessed and hal 
given $450 to his employer because 
he feared the police.

the robbery when he was not guilty 
of it. 

Bernhard said today he had con- 
fessed the holdup because he feared 
police harrassment, ‘“‘The police had 
me in the not box,’”’ Bernhard said, 
“and I admitted the robbery and 
agreed to pay back the -money 
rather than have them hound me.” 
The details of the robbery, as he 
originally gave them, were that. he 
was coming out of a branch office 
of the company near Kingshigh- 
way and Chippewa street, when an 
armed man forced him into his 
truck and made him drtve to an 
address on Manchester avenue, 
where he took several sacks of 
money that Bernhard had collected 
at various stores. Bernhard report- 
ed that an automobile with two 
other men had followed the truck. 

Several days later police report- 
ed that they had obtained an ad- 
mission from Bernhard that the 
robbery was a fake, after tracing 
a license number which Bernhard 
said was that of the car which fol- 
lowed. They said that the automo- |} 
bile belonged to a man who said 
that he was at the scene and 
could recall seeing the truck but 
knew nothing of any robbery. 

Bernhard then agreed to pay 
back the money, putting a mort- 
gage on his home, according to the 
Sheriff's office, and since that time 
has had only partial employment 
by the cleaning company. He is 45 
years old.

Japan Insists Kellogg Pact Has 
Not Been Violated.

TOKIO, Oct. 17.—Japan was un- 
decided today whether to defy the 
League in event the League re- 
fuses to recc.sider Tokio’s conten- 
tions in the League Council's dis- 
cussions of the dispute over Man- 
churia. 

If the League decides uncondi- 
tionally that Japanese troops must 
vacate Manchurian territory out- 
side the Japanese-controlled South 
Manchurian Railway zone, the Gov- 
ernment will have to face a serious 
situation. ; 
A spokesman for the Foreign Of- 
fice said: 

“Tokio still has very grave 
doubts as to the propriety or strict 
correctness of the League’s defi- 
sion—that is, the question of 
whether the American observer 
rightly or wrongly is entitled to sift 
in the Council sessions. Therefore, 
the Government has every hope 
that some sensible way will be 
found eventually to satisfy all par- 
ties.” 

China Peaceful, Tokio Thinks. 

Tokio’s argument to Geneva is 
that China cannot possibly force 
Japan to declare war. Japan looks 
on the Chinese as pacifists at heart, 
much preferring a verbal row to 
actual combat. 

For centuries China and Japan 
have lived as neighbors and quite 
naturally have their squabbles. In 
days of old they used bows and ar- 
rows, spears and swords, and more 
recently, modern arms, to their 
own satisfaction. 

For this reason Tokio believes 
that dire¢t negotiations with China 
offer the most logical opportunity 
for solution of the 300 odd ques- 
tions which have been hanging fire 
between them for years. 

“If let to ourselves,” said the 
Foreign Office spokesman, “China 
and Japan will find some way to 
get together and settle the present 
dispute. It may require months, 
possibly years, but the two nations 
will never fight. That is the point 
we desire to make clear to Geneva.” 

Self-Defense Argued. 

Japan continues to adhere to its

GRAPE CONCENTRATE. 
HELD TO BE LEGAL 


Decision of Federal Judge Also 
Applies to Wine Bricks, 
» Prosecutor Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 17.— 
The sale and possession of grape 
concentrate for wine making pur- 
poses was declared illegal in a ver- 
dict yesterday by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Merrill E. Otis. He 
found the Ukiah Grape Products 
Co., Inc., New York, distributers of 
a grape concentrate product, guilty 
of violating the national prohibi- 
tion laws and fined the concern 
$100 on each of seven counts, five 
for sale and two alleging posses- 
sion. A. E. Brunett, former Kan- 
sas City branch man@ger of the 
company, was fined $50 on each of 
five counts charging sale. 

Counsel for the Ukiah company 
announced an appeal. Judge Otis 
heard the case by agreement with- 
out a jury. 

The indictments charged viola- 
tion of the prohibitory law clause 
which states, “It shall be unlawf"! 
to advertise, manufacture, sell or 
possess for sale, any utensil, con- 
trivance, machine, preparation, 
compound, tablet, substance, form- 
ula, direction or recipe, advertised, 
designed or intended for use in the 
unlawful manufacture of intoxicai- 
ing liquor.”’ 

In an attempt to prove the Ukiah 
product is a potential alcoholic 
beverage, the Government intro- 
duced the testimony of E. J. Gor- 
man, president of the company, to 
the effect the preparation when 
properly processed contains 10 to 
15 per cent alcohol.

he’s everything the newspapers say 
about him.

“The evidence discloses one 
thing. and one thing only,” said 
Michael Ahern, another defense at- 
torney. ‘“‘That is that Capone was 
uw spendthrift. There is probably 
enough evidence here to warrant 
a Probate Court to appoint a con- 
servator for him.” 

Both of them pictured the gang- 
ster, however, as a man being 
prosecuted only because of his 
name, only because the Govern- 
inent was trying to answer the cry, 
“Capone must be destroyed.”’ 
Ahern described the three-year in- 
vestigation and subsequent indict- 
ment and trial as a “plot’’ to en- 
snare a man who had become a 
“mythical Robin Hood.” 


Guilty Plea Withdrawn. 

The trial started Oct. 6 after 
considerable maneuvering, includ- 
ing a plea of guilty and subsequent 
withdrawal of the plea when Judge 
Wilkerson said he refused to take 
into account any agreement for 
leniency. 

The indictments charged Capone 
with attempting to evade and de- 
feat taxes on yearly incomes which 
ranged from $103,999 to $257,286 
in 1924, 1925, 1926, 1927, 1928 and 
1929. 

No attempt was made during 
the trial, however, to prove that 
he received these exact amounts, 
totaling $1,038,654 for the six-year 
period. The Government tried to 
show only that he had a taxable 
income, or one over $5000 a year, 
and that he concealed and scat- 
tered his assets to defraud the 
Government.

Business, he contended, endeavors to reap 
profits by cutting Wages, by adulterating goods, by 
creating monopolies and in many other ways which 
are harmful to social well-being. Engineering, on 
the contrary, is concerned with eliminating waste 
in production, improving the quality of the product 
and increasing the quantity produced. Business, he 
thought, puts gain above service; while engineering 
puts service above gain. So he hoped that the en- 
gineer would come to play an increasingly important 
role in the direction of industry. In his book on 
“The Engineers and the Price System,” he even 
visioned a day when the industrial system should be 
managed by engineering experts rather than by busi- 
ness men and financiers. In this view he has been 
joined by the English economist, R. H. Tweney, and 
by many other critical observers of modern industry. 
But it would appear that those who look to the 
engineer for salvation from the ills which afflict in- 
dustrial society may be doomed to disappointment. 
If the engineering profession feels any real responst- 
bility for independent and courageous social leader- 
ship, it has, as yet, given little evidence of it. When 
profiteering business interests foisted an injurious 
and indefensible tariff law on the nation, they were 
silent. If they have ever spoken out against the 
wasteful exploitation of natural resources, we have 
not heard of it. In general, they have been indiffer- 
ent to the exploitation of consumers by public utility 
monopolists. Indeed, the American Engineering 
Council entered a strong protest in 1928 against the 
public development of the Boulder Dam. power and 
irrigation project. We do not mean to say that en- 
gineers, as individuals, are any more lacking in a 
social conscience than are other groups in the com- 
munity. We merely assert that the profession, as an 
organized unit, has not, as yet, stood out against 
uneconomic business policies as a champion of the 
public welfare. 
The one specific statement in the present an- 
nouncement of the engineering council is that state 
unemployment insurance laws “would be detrimental 
to the economic and social well-being of the nation.” 
The rest is a vague plea for the restoration-of con- 
fidence and the stabilization of business. We wil] 
greet with enthusiasm any constructive plan which 
the council may be able to develop for the provision 
of security for working men and the future regular.- 
ization of industrial operations.

A MISSING ELEMENT FOUND. 

Since primitive man began to peer about his pre 
historic terrain, the race has wondered what the unti- 
verse is made of. Science has come to know that it 
is composed of 92 individual ingredients, the ele- 
ments. Only one of them remains undiscovered, now 
that Prof. Jacob Papish of Cornell University has 
identified No. 87; It was a red letter day for sci- 
ence when this laboratory worker, by means of the 
spectroscope, found that a compound known as samar- 
skite contained the penultimate missing element. The 
discovery bears out the predictions of his predeces- 
sors, and renews the feeling of solemn amazement 
that Sir William Henry Bragg, the British physicist, 
expressed when he said: “It is strange that the im- 
mense variety in nature can be resolved into a series 
of numbers.” 
Dmitri Mendeleef called attention to this orderly 
process in nature when, in 1869, he published his 
table of periodic classification. Arranging the ele- 
ments in the order of their atomic weights, he dem- 
onstrated that rhythm. But there were gaps in the 
regularity of the procession, and Mendeleef, with the 
courage of scientific conviction, left blanks in his 
table, confident that other elements would be dis- 
covered to fill them. The phenomenon of this basic 
regularity was not explained until 1913, when H. G. 
J. Moseley, a young English chemist, made his dis- 
covery. Bombarding the chemical elements with 
cathode rays, he measured the resultant X-rays and 
found that their wave lengths increased in perfect 
series. Moseley became cannon fodder at Gallipoll, 
and his death in 1915 has been called England's 
greatest loss in the World War. His researches made 
it possible to number the elements. These are no ar- 
bitrary figures, but indicate the number of negative 
electrons associated with each atom. Only one ele- 
ment, No. 85, remains to be identified, to fill out 
the table of the universe’s composition.

“We are in a most distressing condition 
out in this section of the United States.

Did Not Lose Senses, 

‘Indeed, the Stock Exchange 
authorities, if they had lost their 
senses, might have courted great 
popularity by continuing the ban, 
but the popularity might have 
proved as brief as doubtless it 
would have been intense,” he con- 
tinued. “We knew perfectly well 
that the more cheerful appearance 
in the market was wholly artifi- 
ciel, that it was not the glow of 
natural health but the flush of 
artificial stimulation.” 

The short interest was substan- 
tially reduced Sept. 21, 22 and 23, 
although on the last day restric- 
tions had been removed. From 
Sept. 24 to Oct. 5 the market had 
enormous losses, but short selling, 
Whitney asserted, did not cause 
this decline. At the close of busi- 
ness Oct. 5 the short interest was 
2,612,000 shares, a decrease from 
Sept. 24 of 337,000 shares. 

Function of Short Sale. 

Explaining the function of short 
selling in an open market, Whit- 
ney said that every such seller is 


a potential buyer, “and this is a 
source of great stability to a mar- 
ket because experience shows that 
when prices suddenly decline, the 
short sellers purchase stocks in or- 
der to discharge their loans.” 

“This is especially true in times 
of crisis, when other people hesi- 
tate to buy and the short sellers 
represent the purchasing power 
which prevents the market from 
becoming demoralized. The stock 
exchange has recognized this fact 
for many years and has always 
permitted short selling because it 
was convinced that no securities 
market could long continue in 
business if short selling were for- 
bidden.” 

The practice, he said, had been 
upheld by many courts, including 
the United States Supreme Court. 

The aggregate short interest in 
the market, at its May 25 peak of 
2,589,700 shares, Whitney report- 
ed, was two-fifths of 1 per cent of

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SPANISH ASSEMBLY 
-LEGALIZES DIVORGE 


Men and Women Equal Under 
New Measure Approved 
169 to 153. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Oct. 17.—A provision 
permitting the granting of divorce 
to either men or women for “just 


cause” was incorporated in the 
new Spanish constitution today. 
The National Assembly by a vote 
of 169 to 153 thus overthrew laws 
against divorce which had been 
in effect for centuries and placed 
women on an equal footing with 
men in the regulation of marital 
relations. The grounds for a de- 
cree were not specified further. 
Catholic deputies, who have boy- 
cotted the assembly because of 
anti-religious legislation, described 
the measure as “another indication 
of the attempt of Leftists to revo- 
lutionize Spanish life entirely.” 
Papal Nuncio Frederico Tede- 
schini said the status of the church 
was “the gravest in the history of 
the republic,” but predicted no im- 
mediate rupture in the relations 
between the Vatican and Spain. 
Foreign Minister Alejandro Ler- 
roux was advanced by the leader 
ef the radical Republican party as 
its candidate to oppose President 
Manuel Azanar in presidential elec- 
tions which are expected to fol- 
low the enactment of the com- 
plete constitution.

The deal in which Warner Bros. 
Pictures, Inc., movie producers and 
exhibitors, bought out the Sko1ras 
movie exhibiting interests here in 
1928, and some of the results of :t, 
were discussed by Harry Koplar, a 
former associate of the Skouras 
brothers, before Circuit Judge Ho- 
gan yesterday. 

Koplar is backing receivership 
suits against Skouras Bros. Enter- 
prises, the local parent company 
interested in the Ambassador and 
Missouri Theaters, and its subsid- 
iary, the St. Louis Amusement Co., 
operator of 20 neighborhood mo- 
tion picture houses. 

The plaintiffs completed their 
case in the Skouras Bros. suit yes- 
terday and the defense will be 
heard next week. Early this week 
testimony in the St. Louis Amuse- 
ment Co. suit was finished, but ar- 
guments of counsel remain to be 
heard. Warner Bros. traded their 
common stock for the common 
stock of Skouras Bros., virtually 
all of which was held by the Skou- 
ras directors, and for some of the 
St. Louis Amusement common. 

Deal With Warners. 

Koplar and Spyros Skouras, the 
“financial man” of the three Skou- 
ras brothers and a showman of rec- 
Osgnized standing, were called to 
New York in 1928, Koplar related 
on the stand. They saw Harry War- 
ner, president of Warner Bros., who 
was preparing to buy out the Stan- 
ley Co. of America, owners of 250 
Eastern theaters, in order to start 
an exhibition circuit in competition 
with that of the Paramount-Publix 
movies. Koplar continued: 

“Warner said to Spyros: ‘I don't 
want to buy out these theaters un- 
less I can get somebody to head 
them. I want to know if I can get 
you.” Spyros said he couldn't take 
the place as he had interests at 
home and stockholders to take care 
of. Warner said: ‘I understand. I 
know I'll have to buy you out to 
set your organization.” We both 
left the office happy. Warners pur-. 
chased the Stanley theaters. 

“Stanley carried a one-third in- 


‘terest in First National Pictures, 


which was an independent produc- 
er. Spyros was an active director in 
First National, because he and 
other independent exhibitors held 
a third interest in it. The third 
third was owned by Fox’s West 
Coast theaters. Fox wanted to ac- 
quire the exhibitors’ third and get 
control, but Spyros had control of 
that third. Spyros worked for 
Warners, getting the independents’ 
share for War - NMastead of turn- 
h he could 
have made money perso ally. 
“After these two deals were com- 
pleted, Spyros said, ‘How about my 
deal for the purchase of Skouras 
Bros.?” We monkeyed around New 
York for a couple of weeks but got 
nowhere. Harry Warner went to 
California and left Spyros high and 
dry. So Spyros went to Paramount 
and made a deal whereby Para- 
mount would have got the Skouras 
Bros.’ ‘A’ (preferred) and ‘B’ (com- 
mon) stock. It was practically 
agreed that Paramount would give 
one and a quarter or one and a 
half of its shares for each share af 
Skouras ‘A’ and ‘B,’ as Paramount 
wanted the Skouras organization.” 
Reason for the Suit. 
Eventually, in the purchase by 
Warner, only the “B” stock was 
taken, and the value of the 25,000 
shares of “A” stock, held by St. 
Louis investors, who paid $36 a 
share for it, declined, there being 
no offers for it at any price on the 
market now. This situation is the 
basis of the receivership action.

Koplar 
said he owned 700 shares of Skour- 
as stock and, with his brothers, 
Sam and Nat, owned 1000 more 
shares which stand at present in 
the name of Irwin J. Meyer, an 
auditor for Koplar, while Koplar’s 
sister, Mrs. Elsie Probstein, owrs 
500. Koplar, Meyer, Mrs. Prob- 
stein and others intervened in the 
suit, which was brought in the 
hame of a young broker's trader. 
Pictures Bought But Not Shown. 
Meyer testified about the rental 
paid for Warner pictures used at 
the Ambassador and Missouri the-

J. Gates Williams, a Skouras 
Bros. director when the Warner 
deal was made, testified in a de- 
position introduced yesterday that 
Spyros Skouras had said at that 
time that the Skouras “A” stock 
would sell for more than the ‘‘B”’ 
within two or three months. This, 
Williams declared, had  consider- 
able influence in the decision of 
the “B” stockholders to sell out. 
Evidence was produced to show 
that Skouras Bros. in five years 
had paid $35.073 premiums on

NATURAL GAS HEARINGS 
BEGIN AGA THURSDA 


Aldermen Seek to Learn 
Whether !ts Use Would Cut 
Domestic Rates. 


The Aldermanic Committee in- 
vestigating the possibilities of ob- 
taining natural gas for general use 


‘in St. Louis will resume its hear- 


ings at 2 p. m. Thursday at City 
Hall. Alderman William F. Nieder- 
luecke is chairman of the commit- 
tee. ; 
It is expected the committee will 
again question George B. Evans, 
president of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co., as to the company’s plans— 
if it has any—with reference to 
natural gas. At a hearing early 
last summer Evans said Laclede's 
policy was being formulated by its 
parent corporation, Utilities Power 
& Light Corporation of Chicago. 
Utilities Power & Light had made 
the announcement that it expected 
to serve St. Louis with a mixture 
of natural and artificial gas, rais- 
ing the British thermal units (the 
measure of heat value) from 600 to 
about 800. 

Walter J. G. Neun, president of 
the Board of Aldermen, who, as 4 
member of the natural gas com- 
mittee, has taken the lead in the 
‘inquiry, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in commenting on next 
Thursday's hearing, it was obvious 
nothing was to be gained by the 
introduction of natural gas unless 
it resulted in a substantial reduc- 
tion of domestic rates... For this 
reason he expects the committec’s 
inquiry to be directed to the cost 
of bringing in 
natural gas and the probable ef- 
fect on the rate. . | 

Seeks Comparative Costs. 

In this connection the committee 
hopes to obtain information en the 
comparative cost of natural gas, 
coal and oil for home heating. 
Wherever natural gas has been 
brought into large cities, its use for 
home heating has been encouraged 
by the establishment of promotion- 
al rates. 

Introduction of natural gas in 
Chicago for mixing with the man- 
ufactured product to make a gas 
of 800 B. T. U. has resulted in the 
Illinois Commerce Commission's 
ordering a reduction of 6% per 
cent in the rate for ordinary do- 
mestic use and 31 per cent in the 
rate for house heating. The gas 
company had proposed smaller re- 
ductions, but the commission said 
the only possible advantage to the 
consumers from the use of natural 
gas would be in a substantial re- 
duction in rates and that it would 
not give a permit for use of natural 
gas unless the reduction it speci- 
fied should be put in effect. 

“There would be no. object,’ 
Neun said, “in displacing one fuel 
with another unless it will save 
money for the consumers. As to 
the use of gas for the elimination 
of smoke, we already have an 
abundance of manufactured gas 
available to all who are willing to 
pay the price. It is just as smoke- 
less as natural gas. The substitu- 
tion of natural gas would not re- 
sult in any material increase in 
the use of gas for heating unless 
it were made substantially cheaper. 

“We want to find out how cheap- 
ly natural gas can be supplied in 
St. Louis and we want it if it will 
be beneficial to the people in saving 
on their gas bills.” 

Source of Supply. 

The natural gas now available 
in St. Louis is brought from Louisi- 
ana by the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corporation. The pipe line, which 
is about 450 miles in length, has 
a capacity of 100,000,000 cubic feet 
of gas a day. It has never been 
operated to full capacity, as it has 
sold its product only to industries 
at prices privately negotiated. 

In an action recently instituted 
at Kansas City, the State Public 
Service Commission fs attempting 
to exercise regulatory jurisdiction 
over pipe lines selling gas in Mis- 
‘a The pipe lines heretofore 
have resisted such jurisdiction on 
the ground that they are engaged 
in interstate commerce, the lines 
passing through several states. 

Two Missouri cities, Fulton and 
Mexico, have cases pending before 
the State Commission in which they 
are seeking the exercise of regula- 
tory authority by the State. The 
law department of the Cify of St. 
Louis has asked for permission to 
intervene in these cases on the side 
of the two cities.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Gold 
notes of the National Credit Cor- 


poration will be accepted by the 
Treasury as collateral on deposits 
of public money in banks. 

The announcement is made by 
Secrctary of the Treasury Mellon. 


i It gives to the notes of the corpo- 


ration created at thé suggestion of 
President Hoover the same collat- 
eral value now accorded to com- 
mercial paper and bankers’ ac- 
ceptances. Under existing reguia- 
tions governing deposits those fe- 
eurities are accepted at 90 per cent 
of face value.

Mumps 
NE of the minof illnesses that 
occasionally give rise to major 
complications is mumps. 
This disease is of unknown ori- 


gin. It affects the salivary glands, 


particularly the large parotid 


glands located on each side of the 
rhead just below the ear. 


YThe period of greatest suscepti- 
bi mumps is between the 
ages of KRLand 15. 

Though the cause of mumps re- 
mains unknown, it has been estab- 
lished that the disease is conveyed 
from one patient to another 
through contact. 

The disease develops about 15 


days after exposure, though its de- 


velopment may be delayed as long 
as 21 days. 

The disease is communicable for 
a long time after the disappearance 
of all symptoms. 

Thg person convalescing from 
mumps should therefore be cau- 
tious about his mouth and throat 
excretions. 

Mumps may be followed by & 
number of complications, one pain- 


sexual glands. 

The general tendency is to con- 
sider mumps a minor and insignifi- 
cant ailment. 

In a large measure, it is such; 
but because it is disfiguring, pain- 
ful and may lead to serious com- 
plications including inflammation 
of the middle ear and involvements 
of the spinal cord and brain, each 
case of mumps should be isolated 
and watched. 

There is no specific‘treatment for 
the disease. To ease the pain that 
may be present, hot applications 
over the swollen areas will bring 
relief. The diet should be simple 
and light. 

Children affected by mumps 
should be kept in bed at least dur- 
ing the acute period of the disease 
to reduce the probabilities of com- 
plications.

Wolf's wife retained Piquett yes- 
terday and announced she believed 
her husband had been used as a 
dupe and that he pleaded guilty to 
four charges of embezzlement in 
the belief he would receive a light 
sentence instead of the 10 to 100 
year penitentiary term imposed 
upon him,
